SUPPLEMENT TO  .25X1X 
REPORT 


1. The Russians are competing a WIFO (Wirtachaft}i cho Forselnngageselisehmts) 
project initiated in 1944 near Kaliningrad (Konigsberg). The Geruans pad 
built a subterranean storage plant for engine fuel with a capacity of 25,600 = 
30,000 tons but were unable to finish the pipeline connecting the plant, iwiich 
ie located between Kaliningrad and Krenz, with the Samland coast. 

2. A Soviet office in Kalininrerad is directing the completion of this wrk, which 
is being performed by 100 to 150 conscripted laborers. The depot will he 2 
reserve storae plant for the Seviet Navy, ineluding submarines. During tho 
autumn of 1947, tank cars delivered envine fuel end aviation gasoline te the 
depot. ‘These deliveries wre made to Dr&gehuen (54948'N, 20°32°E), areroxd= 
mately fifteen kilometers from the coast. The Drigehnan station is the loacth 
of a freight train and is so constmeted that it is possible to empty an en‘drs 
train of tank cars in a short time. |
